liar character of 
the 
fighting now 
feeing on in the Argonne is illustrat­ 
ed by the following 
letter 
from a 
moldier: 
“The two 
companies 
forming our 
right wing had been lying 
for five 
days only JO to 50 
yards 
from the 
enemy along a distance of nearly 200 
yards. In front of 
our 
company to 
the left was a little valley, 
on the 
opposite slope of which the French 
bad entrenched themselves in three 
Pnes of pits, one lying 
above 
the 
other, and this front was generally 
regarded as impregnable. We there­ 
fore had a 
detachm ent 
of Prussian 
rappers and miners, which 
tvas as­ 
signed to our line, to tunnel under 
the French trenches in order to blow 
( .cm up. 
The explosion was really 
intended to go off on the anniversary 
of the battle 
of 
Cfeamnigny (Nov. 
20), but the sappers said that they 
had not. yet enough ‘snuff into their 
holes. There was 
danger 
that 
th!* 
French would 
undermine us 
and 
blow us into the air first. Finally, on 
r»ec. I, everything was ready. 
“At Id;30 all our 
front trenches 
were evacuated, but we masked this 
movement so 
as 
to 
deceive 
the 
I French. At 11:21 a lieutenant of pi­ 
oneers pressed his thum b on a but 
lop and (here was a? terrific crash. 
Gne might have 
thought that 
the 
v 11ole earth was 
falling 
to pieces. 
From my position I saw a cloud of 
earth probably six hundred feet high. 
After about a minute something like 
a mighty 
tempest 
broke 
loose in 
the woods. I did net know what it 
was until something struck my skull 
Then I knew it was a 
hail of dirt 
and stones which had been thrown 
up by the explosion. T darted 
intr 
our bombproof, 
w here 
I stayed for 
two minutes. 
Meanwhile 
our 
two 
‘companies pressed forward and occu 
pied the gap that had been broken 
in the French lines. 
The first line 
was full of dead and buried French­ 
men. In the net two they were sc 
dazed that they surrendered without 
resistance. 
“Within a half hour we had take* 
rrisoners the dwellers in all these 
'trenches, so far as they were stir 
alive. Among them were 
eight ofh 
errs and 578 privates who had not 
been wounded. 
The 
rest, including 
tw o officers, were 
dead 
and buried 
nr le r 
the 
debris. 
W e 
captured 
three mine throwers. Our total los> 
was three killed and seven wounded. 
“A soldier must have luck. 
Tiff- 
captured French pioneers told us af­ 
terw ard that they 
had 
mined our 
trenches at eight points 
and 
were 
gcmg to blow us up at 6 p. rn., 
h oi 
having 
finished 
putting 
in 
tiff 
charges.

trenches we found these mines.

22.—Attor­ 
ney General Gregory yesterday began 
active preparations in the department 
of justice investigation to discover 
Hie cause of the recent rise in the 
price of wheat and flour. 
The departments of agriculture and 
commerce were called upon for all 
^formation relating to wheat anti 
flour production in the last two years 
and for data on tile export and im­ 
port of these articles. 
It became known that the principal 
effort to discover whether there is 
any corner or pool operating on the 
wheat market will he made in Chi­ 
cago and Minneapolis. 
Tim United States district attor­ 
neys iii these two cities have been in­ 
structed to look into this phase of 
in conformity with Pres­ 
ident Wilson’s recent letter to Mr. 
Gregory.

ture Mr. Gregory expects to Obtain 
information showing 
the 
wheat 
in 
li e hands of the farmers and in ele- 
j v«*itors and the flour in Hie hands of 
I the millers during the last two cal­ 
endar years.

“It would be unjust 'not to acknowl­ 
edge with thankfulness all that is lie- 
lug done by the Comite N a tio n a l de 
Secours, by the Rockefeller Institute 
and the British Relief Fund.

get the necessaries of life to t :oje 
places where they are urgnCy want­ 
ed. 
The means oA transportation are 
too few and too slow. 
Tile roads and 
bridges are either in a had state or 
completely destroyed and the neces­ 
sary precautions of the military r.u 
tiiorities against spying do not fur­ 
ther the work of relief. 
“There is only one way in whi Ii 
effective assistance can he rendered 
and for th at ‘We must he enabled to 
get. foodstuffs to ail places where the 
need is the greatest. 
Great quanti­ 
ties of provisions must be stored in 
central places, doctors with medicine 
and drugs must he quickly seat to all 
places affected by disease and auth 
districts must be isolated to prevent 
the further spread of epidemics. 
“Further permission must ne giver 
to send and receive letters, so that 
persons in better circumstances luny 
be able to receive money from < ic 
interior or from abroad and a bott* r 
working of the banking system must 
be instituted so th at everybody may 
be enabled to raise loans on securi­ 
ties.” 
Mr. Van der Veen concluded: 
“Every government, every philan­ 
thropic institution in the world ought 
to send money and motor cars for t ie 
transportation of provisions. 
With 
a few hundred of these cars we could 
do much.”

One of the most common questions 
arising among cream producers and 
handlers of cream is that of how thick 
cream should be skimmed, when tho 
same is to be used in butter-making. 
Cream skimmed so as to test be­ 
tween 35 per cent and 40 per cent is of 
the most desirable thickness. 
Thick 
cream keeps better than thin cream, 
there is also not the waste in handling 
a smaller bulk cf cream than there is 
of larger amounts in 
the way of 
hauling and express charges, more 
over the skim milk is kept en the farm 
for feeding calves and pigs. 
If it is 
too thick, there is a loss in some en 
the cream going over into the skim 
milk and also a considerable waste 
from the amount of cream that will 
adhere to cans and utensils. 
A uniform richness of cream may 
be obtained at each separation. 
1. By using the same amount of 
waste or skim milk when flushing the 
bowl. 
2. By keeping the cream screw the 
same. 
3. By running the separator at tho 
same and at a uniform speed. 
4. By having the temperature of 
the milk the same each time. 
5. By keeping a uniform inflow* to 
the bowl.

6. By washing the separator thor­ 
oughly after using.

cannot be expected every 
time from 
the observation of the above, as there 
are other factors entering affecting re 
suits, but a close following of the six 
named checks on variation will work 
wonders toward getting a uniform 
thickness 
of cream throughout tho 
season.

London, Jan. 22.—Convalescent In­ 


dian soldiers are being given an op­ 
portunity for sightseeing in London 
and roundabout. 
Parties of twenty- 
four at a time are being sent from 
the Indians’ quarters on the coast. 
Each party is composed of men of 
a single race, escorted by an English 
officer able to speak their language. 
They visit the Tower of London, St. 
Paul’s Cathedral, the houses of par­ 
liament, Buckingham 
Palace, spine 
of the parks, and one of the large de­ 
partm ent stores. 
Careful provision 
is made for complying with the men’s 
racial customs, dietary 
habits 
and 
caste restrictions. 
The Hindus dine at a privale house 
as guests of a Hindu 
living 
here, 
where they are served on aluminum 
plates, the ordinary chinaware being 
objected 
to. 
The 
Mohammedans 
have their meals at the Indian gov­ 
ernm ent’s London headquarters. 
Three of India’s ruling princes have 
just left London, after a visit here. 
They are the M aharajahs of Bikaner, 
Kishangarh, and Jodhpur. 
The two 
former returned to France, while the 
latter, who is only 16 years old, took 
passage for Egypt, where his regi­ 
ment of I^ancers is serving. 
The M aharajah of Bikane* 
under­ 
went a minor surgical operation while 
in London: 
He commands a camel 
corps which has seen service in a 
dozen campaigns since 1900, when he 
took it over. 
Its latest exploit was 
a successful encounter with a Turkish 
patrol near the Suez canal. The cam­ 
el corps remains in Egypt, while its 
commander is temporarily attached 
to the British general staff in France 
His highness speaks 
English, 
aud 
granted an interview’ to newspaper 
men during his stay in London. 
“I find up-to-date warfare as waged 
in Flanders extremely depressing in 
its monotony,” lie said. 
“It is exas­ 
perating to a man trained to arms to 
have so little opportunity of seeing 
his enemy. 
The Indian soldiers, ac­ 
customed to operations in mountain­ 
ous regions, deserve great credit for 
so quickly adapting themselves to 
the discomfort of standing hour by 
hour in the trenches, often krce-deep 
in water.

Cauliflower is given much attention 
by truck farmers and to some extent 
is grown under glass for winter and 
early spring markets. 
Field cultiva­ 
tion is in vogue generally, however, 
and long after this crop is harvested 
on the Atlantic coast, fresh cauliflower 
may be seen in the big cities arriving 
from California almost daily, thus 
making this delicious vegetable avail­ 
able a large part of the year. 
Some 
truck farmers grow as many as fifty or 
sixty acres annually and ready for m ar­ 
ket in late summer and early autumn. 
A large part of cauliflower seed is 
imported from Europe, and the war 
makes the supply for another season 
very uncertain. Denmark and Holland 
produce large quantities of cauliflower 
seed, but it is also grown in other Eu­ 
ropean countries. 
The most impor­ 
tant part of cauliflower cultivation is 
the growing of the plants, says Orange 
Judd Farmer. 
A heavy loam with a 
gravelly subsoil is considered the most 
favorable for this crop. 
Yet good 
yields are often secured 
on 
light, 
sandy soil. 
Under glass, cauliflower 
can be produced in eight weeks from 
the growing of the seed, of course 
commanding high prices; the young 
plants are set when about four inches 
high and between them in alternate 
rows lettuce is planted, as these two 
vegetables grow’ together with 
har­ 
mony, requiring much the same tem ­
